Candidates and voters are 
raising concerns about people 
standing outside the advance 
poll in the Ward 12 byelection 
who appear to be attempting to 
sway the vote. 

Laura Kennedy, the city’s dir¬ 
ector of elections, said there 
have been reports the crowd 
gathered outside the Meadows 
Community Recreation Centre 
is harassing voters, but city staff 
are handling it. 

“I have received complaints 
that people feel like they’re 
being intimidated, so we have 
been very careful to make sure 
people can freely walk into the 
building.” 


Kennedy said the voting sta¬ 
tion legally includes the room 
inside the centre and the hall¬ 
way leading up to it, meaning 
people can legally stand outside 
the building. 

Still, she said, she has raised 
the issue with all of the 32 can¬ 
didates in the race. 

Voter Mike Waterhouse said 
there were more than 50 people 
outside the polling station when 
he went to cast his ballot Tuesday. 

Though Waterhouse said he 
wasn’t talked to personally other 
voters were, he said the group 
was noticeable and that the rules 
around crowds at polling stations 
should be tighter. 

“I don’t agree with that be¬ 
cause you can’t get past these 
guys,” he said. 

Kennedy said overall the ad¬ 
vance vote, which continues on 
Wednesday and Thursday from 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m., has been go¬ 
ing well. 

“Turnout has been exactly 
what I hoped it would be. It is 
pretty vigorous. I think we have 
had over 1,300 voters so far so 
that’s really quite positive.”

Long before he made head¬ 
lines for being forced to remove 
his pride-flag cape at school, 
Dylan Chevalier was trying 
to be heard on LGBTQ policy 

The 16-year-old gained media 
attention last week after he 
was told he couldn’t wear the 
cape, emblazoned with rain¬ 
bow colours, at a procession at 
St. Joseph Catholic High School 
where he attends grade 11. 

While Chevalier said he 
doesn’t blame the teacher who 
told him to take it off — they 
were “just delivering a mes¬ 
sage,” he said — he sees the 
move as a symptom of a school 
district that doesn’t have a com¬ 
prehensive policy to protect 
LGBTQ students, and where 
students aren’t being heard. 

“As youth, people tend not 
to listen to us, because they 
feel that we don’t know, that 
we’re misinformed,” he said, 
adding that he attended many 
of the meetings of the Catholic 
school board. 

“It’s frustrating, because this 


policy doesn’t impact you,” he 
said, referring to members of 
the board. “It affects me. I’m 
going to be the one feeling the 
effects of the policy and regu¬ 
lations that you’re making.” 

As the days before Educa¬ 
tion Minister David Eggen’s 
deadline to schools to have 
a policy that protects LGBTQ 
students in place approaches, 
Chevalier’s sentiments are be¬ 


ing echoed. 

“I feel many youth are feel¬ 
ing censored and silenced,” said 
Joanne Picard, 17, a grade 12 
student at Holy Trinity High 
School and a member of the 
City of Edmonton Youth Coun¬ 
cil. 

She added a broader conver¬ 
sation on LGBTQ policy with 
students is long overdue. 

“Youth should be key stake¬ 


holders in their education.” 

Both said public consulta¬ 
tions on policies were held, 
but engagement with students 
was minimal. 

Picard added principals 
chose students to attend a focus 
group, which she argues lim¬ 
ited the voices that were heard. 

She said the online form 
open to the public was “min¬ 
imal.” 


Chevalier and Picard both 
said their generation has been 
taught to speak up — and now 
they’d like that chance. 

“Growing up as kid, you 
always had people saying 
‘You’re going to be the lead¬ 
ers of tomorrow — but you can 
also be the leaders of today,”’ 
Chevalier said. 

“I think a lot of youth have 
taken that to heart.” 


If there’s a community leader 
you want to see recognized, 
the Edmonton School Board is 
collecting suggestions for new 
school names. 

They’ve just opened an on¬ 
line survey for nine Edmonton 
schools under construction that 
need names. 

Chris Wright, managing direc¬ 
tor of infrastructure for Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools, said ideas 
from the community are key. 

“Having a name allows admin¬ 
istration and the community and 
the principal to all start to centre 
around the school and begin to 
create vision and culture and a 
sense of community,” he said. 

Names can be submitted on¬ 
line by completing a short survey 
before Feb 28.

September were named with this

Call to break up plate grey market

Coun. Dave Lolcen hopes Ed¬ 
monton will emulate Toron¬ 
to and start breaking up its 
grey market for taxi plates — 
but one industry insider says 
owners who stand to lose a lot 
of money need to be provided 
an off ramp. 

“We need to look at increas¬ 


ing the number of taxi plates, 
but while doing that — with 
at least the new plates — we 
should seriously look at making 
those plates non-transferable,” 
Lolcen said Tuesday. 

Lolcen’s comments come a 
day after Metro revealed that on 
the cusp of Uber’s legalization 
in March, Edmonton’s taxi plate 
market is already showing signs 
of collapse. Plates that once 
fetched more than $200,000 
are now selling for just $70,000. 

At the centre of it all is the 
city’s grey market for taxi plates 
and what Uber’s arrival means 
for the people who own them. 

In 1995, Edmonton joined 
most other North American 
cities in freezing the supply 


of taxi plates — in Edmonton’s 
case at 1,185. 

Gary Dziwenlca, chief livery 
officer currently in charge of 
taxis in Edmonton, said pre¬ 
viously the idea was to limit 
supply to ensure drivers could 
make a living wage and there¬ 
fore maintain the safety and 
cleanliness of their cabs. 

But some industiy insiders 
and policy makers now see that 
decision as creating the plate 


grey market as well as some 
of the issues the industry faces 
today, including consumer dis¬ 
satisfaction that led pushes to 
legalize Uber. 

Since 1995, Edmonton has 
grown by more than 250,000 
people but has added just 134 
taxi plates, despite recommen¬ 
dations in 2008 to add more 
than 300. The city’s former 
Taxi Commission — staffed 
mostly by taxi industiy insid¬

ers — voted against the plate 
increase, only for council to 
disband it in 2012. 

Nonetheless, Edmonton 
has added few plates in the 
interim and the grey market has 
remained, becoming the 
questionably legal workaround 
to meet growing consumer 
demand for taxis through trans¬ 
ferring several drivers the use 
of one plate. 

In Toronto a similar situa¬ 
tion now sees more than 70 
per cent of plate holders be¬ 
ing taxi companies or plate 
brokers, not owner-operators. 

Critics of this situation say 
the incentive to maintain a 
cab’s safety, cleanliness and 
customer service falls if the 


driver doesn’t own the taxi or 
the license. 

In response, Toronto’s coun¬ 
cil recently created rules requir¬ 
ing all plate owners to drive 
a minimum of 167 hours per 
month. The decision is ex¬ 
pected to eliminate middle¬ 
men and people hoarding taxi 
plates over the next 10 years. 

Loken said he’s interested in 
Toronto’s solution and wants 
the transfers to stop. 

“Any new plates that we cre¬ 
ate, those should be non-trans¬ 
ferable right from the start,” 
he said. “That way there’s no 
chance of the continuation of 
this market that’s been created 
as a result of bad regulation, or 
no regulation in some cases.”

After another late-night robbery 
at an Edmonton convenience 
store, the Alberta Federation of 
Labour wants to ensure the gov¬ 
ernment is moving quickly to 
protect late-night workers. 

Early Monday morning, two 
masked men with firearms — 
along with a female cohort — 
went into a convenience store 


near 40th Street and Hermitage 
Road and assaulted the clerk, 
leaving the worker 
with serious but 
non-life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. 

In December, 
two Mac’s store 
employees in Ed¬ 
monton were 
killed in late-night 
robberies. 

Alberta Federation of Labour 
president Gil McGowan said the 
attacks clearly demonstrate the 


need for better protections. 

McGowan said the govern¬ 
ment should fol¬ 
low British Col¬ 
umbia's lead, 
requiring compan¬ 
ies to have at least 
two workers on 
shift or put work¬ 
ers behind protect¬ 
ive glass. 

“It has proven 
veiy effective at mitigating the 
risks faced by late-shift workers,” 
he said. “The evidence clearly 


shows that if there is more than 
one worker on shift, would-be 
robbers think twice.” 

Labour Minister Christina Gray 
said in an emailed statement, 
they were committed to change. 

“We will be collaborating with 
businesses and workers to iden¬ 
tify long-term changes to im¬ 
prove safety in these types of 
work environments.” 

Gray said they will ask OHS 
staff to go into workplaces and 
talk with employees and employ¬ 
ers about these issues.

Balmy winter 
drawing more

It’s chilly, icy and the middle 
of February. 

So, in other words, patio 
weather. 

“It’s been a great season 
for winter patios,” said Dan¬ 
iel Cournoyer, executive dir¬ 
ector of La Cite Francophone, 
where blankets, heaters and a 
wood-burning cast-iron stove 
welcome visitors to the patio 
outside Cafe Bicyclette. 

There’s no question it’s been 
a warm winter — Edmonton 
hit 10.1 C Tuesday, breaking a 
record set in 1928. 

Cournoyer says the un¬ 
seasonably warm weather has 
drawn people outside, although 
it’s also caused its share of 
issues. 

Don’t expect any decorative 
icicles this year, for one. 


But, he adds, the weather’s 
helping people start to embrace 
the idea of sipping their coffee 
outside in the winter. 

“One of the magical mo¬ 
ments for me, is you sit out 
there and you meet the neigh¬ 


bourhood,” he said. “You end 
up talking to people you don’t 
even know, because you have 
that opportunity to gather 
around the fire, it creates a 
different sense of community.”

slightly different direction, 
with their winter fundraiser 
Parka Patio, but they’re also 
benefiting from the balmy win¬ 
ter weather. 

According to development 
coordinator Karen Gill, the 
warm weather inspired them to 
expand their programming this 
year, with a full day of events 
“Hopefully the weather stays 
on our side, and it encourages 
people out a little bit earlier,” 
she said. 

Susan Holdsworth, the 
WinterCity coordinator at 
the City of Edmonton, said 
the weather is making win¬ 
ter spaces easier, but people 
are also just coming around 
to hanging out outside. 

“It’s a more challenging time 
of year, and I think we were not 
so long ago just avoiding it,” 
she said. “It’s all part of trying 
to turn that idea on its head.”

Midwives walk out of 
contract talks with AHS 

The Alberta Association 
of Midwives (AAM) is 
saying no to a proposed 
funding deal with Alberta 
Health Services (AHS) in 
hopes of receiving a new 
funding model to meet 
the growing demand for 
midwifery care. 

Alberta Health Services 
and the AAM have been 
meeting to negotiate a 
new deal that details how 
many families midwives 
will be able to help for 
the 2016/17 fiscal year. 
Without an increase, some 
clinics have indicated 
they could close. 

On Friday, AHS offered 
enough funds to cover 
2,774 families for the 
2016/17 fiscal year, 
according to the AAM. 

It's the same number 
the midwives received 
for 2015/16, meaning 
demand won't be met, 
said AAM President Nicole 
Matheson. AHS also didn't 
offer a long-term contract. 

So, the AAM walked 
away and won't meet until 
it can sit down with both 
the health minister and

An NDP cabinet minister’s ap¬ 
pearance at a Ward 12 candi¬ 
date’s fundraiser is sparking a 
debate about how involved prov¬ 
incial political parties should be 
in municipal campaigns. 

Environment Minister and 
MLA for Lethbridge West Shan¬ 
non Phillips attended an event 
about women in politics this 
past weekend, which was also 
a fundraiser for Nav Kaur — a 
candidate in Ward 12. 

Coun. Michael Oshry said 
there’s always overlap between 
provincial and municipal politics, 
but for a sitting cabinet minister 
to endorse and help raise money 
for a campaign seems too far. 

“I think at some point it be¬ 
comes just inappropriate,” he 
said. 

P hilli ps was unavailable Wed¬ 
nesday, but in an emailed state¬ 
ment said she was supporting 
women in politics. 

“I was asked to come and talk 
about being a woman in politics. 
I think it’s appropriate for me 
to support my friends and have 
more women in politics.” 

P hilli ps and Edmonton Ellers- 
lie MIA Rod Loyola both have 
endorsed Kaur on her webpage. 

Oshiy said council has a lot of 
open issues with the provincial 
government and this kind of sup¬ 
port makes him uncomfortable. 

“If someone the NDP is sup¬ 
porting wins I think his or her 
views at council would be tainted 
to some degree,” he said. 

But Ken Cantor, who oversees 
commercial development with 
large-scale developer Qualico, 
said he’s not convinced party 
involvement is a major issue. 

“In some respects I think that 
it offers potentially more and not 
less accountability and transpar¬ 
ency,” Cantor said. “There is this 
automatic assumption that civic 
politics should be non-partisan 
and I am not sure that’s correct.”

The Valley Line — costing an 
estimated $1.8 billion, with 11 
stations and 13 kilometres of 
track—will be the largest, most 
expensive piece of infrastructure 
the city has ever built. 


And it will end on the door¬ 
stop of voters in Ward 12. 

As the ward begins going to 
the polls to select someone to 
replace former councillor Amar- 
jeet Sohi, the LRT is going to be 
in voters’ minds. 

The line has been tendered 
and the winning consortium of 
companies is finalizing the con¬ 
tract with the city. Construction 
is expected to get underway this 
year and finish in 2020. 

“It’s just the paperwork now 
— crossing the t’s and dotting 
the i’s,” said Quinn Nicholson, 
the city’s spokesperson on the 
project. 

The LRT is also being operated 


as a public-private-partnership 
with the winning company both 
building and operating the sys¬ 
tem for the city. 

Former councillor Dave Thiele, 
who represented the area from 
1998 to 2010, said bringing LRT 
to the area has been a longtime 
civic goal. 

“I moved into Mill Woods 
in 1982. At that time the plans 
showed the LRT just north of me, 
five blocks north of me,” he said. 
“There was an easement all the 
way through Mill Woods right 
to 91 Street.” 

Thiele said the area was 
planned with the LRT in mind 
and bringing it to the ward,

which is growing, is important 
for the community. “It will be a 
significant development change. 
You can see the development 
happening as we go.” 

When it opens, the Valley Line 
is expected to cany 31,500 people 
per day rising to 42,000 by 2044. 

It will also be a massive con¬ 


struction project that will lead 
to delays throughout the south¬ 
west, as the work is done over 
the next four years. 

The current council lobbied 
hard to receive $600 million from 
the province and $400 million 
from Ottawa before the project 
could be tendered last year. 

“They made it the number 
one infrastructure priority,” said 
Nicholson. 

Thiele said the area has been 
waiting for a long time to re¬ 
ceive the LRT. 

“There are many of us who 
raised our families here and 
thought our kids might be 
using it.”

In August 2015, Hany A1 Fadhil 
was laid off from his full-time 
position maintaining trucks for 
the oil and gas industry. 

Struggling to find a perma¬ 
nent position as a mechanic 
and with bills piling up, in Oc¬ 
tober he took a job as an on- 
call mechanic for instaMelc, an 


Edmonton company marketing 
itself as “Uber for mechanics.” 

Though many see doom and 
gloom in Alberta’s economy 
and employment, A1 Fadhil 
said he said he would never go 
back to the oil and gas industiy 
despite working in the sector 
for about 10 years. 

“I hate 9 to 5 jobs now. I 
don’t know how I did it so 
long,” he said. “I have flexible 
hours, I’m my own boss, I have 
my own car. And I’m actually 


able to make more — better 
than I used to before — while 
working fewer hours.” 

A1 Fadhil initially started off 
doing a minimum of 30 hours 
per week, and said he could 
earn about $50 per hour com¬ 
pared to $35 at a comparable 
role in the industiy. 

He’s one of many laid-off oil 
workers at instaMelc, which has 
six full-time employees and 25 
casual mechanics on its roster. 

“We started our business 


where things went really bad 
with Alberta’s economy. It was 
an easy time to hire since there 
were a lot of people who were 
laid off,” said Uzair Ahmed, 
president of instaMelc. 

A1 Fadhil said the opportun¬ 
ity came along at the right time. 

“We had a mortgage and car 
payments to make, and I had 
to take a line of credit out for 
a few months,” A1 Fadhil said. 
“With this role, I can pay the 
bills comfortably.”

It’s actually not such a long way 
from labouring as a pipeliner 
to making a business flourish. 

Rob Tryon used to put in 14- 
hour days for months straight 
in the often harsh conditions 
of central Alberta working in 
the oil and gas industry. 

Now he said he puts in “36 
hours a day, eight days a week” 
running his fledgling seafood 
supply business. 

“Each day last winter, I 
didn’t know if I’d be work¬ 
ing the next day. The slowing 
economy and uncertainty of it 
all — I just did it on a whim,” 
he said. 

“I said I needed a change and 
to follow my dream, so I am.” 

Working with just a com¬ 
pany name, Effing Seafoods 
(named for the Effingham Oys¬ 
ter), Tryon said he decided to 
give his ‘one man show’ a full- 
on effort, emailing every chef 
in the city that he could find 
to set up meetings. 


Just a few months on, the 36 
year-old has a bursting calen¬ 
dar — a five-course sturgeon 
dinner with Alberta Hotels, 
regular gigs with Chef Doreen 
Prei at Get Cooking classes, and 
deliveries (and oyster-shucking 
tutorials) to regular customers 
in Edmonton and area. 

“I grew up in a commercial 
fishing family in BC, so I knew 
I’d be in the shellfish business,” 
he said. 

“I’d talk to chefs and see that 
the work was their passion- 
—-starting this now has been 
a dream. 

Tryon said he also gets 
posts on his Faceboolc page 
from those who call his career 
switch an inspiration. 

Statistics Canada says that 
overall, Alberta lost more than 
30,000 natural resources jobs 
last year, mostly the lower- 
paid employees and labourers 
like Tryon. 

At Edmonton’s About Staff¬ 
ing employment agency, oper¬ 
ations manager Chris Messie 
said his office is busier than 
ever with oil sector workers 
who are considering upgrading 
skills or shifting careers alto¬ 
gether. 

“People have lost job secur¬ 
ity and a big paycheque, but 
it’s a new normal — oil and gas 
workers have to change their 
expectations about how much 
they’ll earn now,” Messie said.

Fundraising 
for $28 million 
a challenge in 
down economy

Edmonton’s weakened econ¬ 
omy is a challenge — but not 
an insurmountable one — say 
those trying to raise money for 
big city projects. 

The Telus World of Science, 
for instance, recently unveiled 
renderings for their planned 
renovation and expansion. 

City council has provided 
them $12 million but the or¬ 
ganization still needs to raise 
at least $28 million more. 

The project is not alone: The 
Milner Library project looking 
for $10 million in donations, 
while the planned expansion 
of the Winspear Centre expan¬ 
sion needs $14 million. 

Alan Nursall, president and 
CEO of the science centre, said 
they hope the federal and prov¬ 


incial governments will match 
city council’s contribution — 
and the centre will raise $7.5 
million itself. 

Nursall said the organiza¬ 
tion knows the economy will 
be a factor, but he thinks it’s 
manageable. 

“A fundraising campaign 
at any time is always a lot of 
work,” he said. “If I had my 
druthers I would like a better

He said they’re optimistic

Kurds, warn 
analysts 


EXTREMISM 

Critics say 
Canada’s plan 
could backfire 

The government faces calls to re¬ 
consider its plan to arm Kurdish 
fighters with automatic weapons 
and mortars because they could 
fall into enemy hands or be used 
to harm innocent civilians. 

Analysts warn that Canada’s 
decision could have long-term 
consequences, even if it does as¬ 
sist its best ally on the ground in 
the fight against the militants 
of the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant. 

Canada will triple its con¬ 
tingent of 69 special forces 
trainers working with Kurdish 
Peshmerga forces in northern 
Iraq — part of a retooled contri¬ 
bution that will also see CF-18 
fighter jets end their bombing 
sorties there and in Syria. 

A recent report by Amnesty 
International accused the Kurds 
of bulldozing and burning down 
thousands of Arab homes in 
northern Iraq in an apparent 
attempt to uproot them. 

“The news that an increased 
contingent of Canadian troops 
will be involved in training and 
providing support to Peshmerga 
forces, therefore, potentially 
raises serious human rights con¬ 
cerns,” said Alex Neve, the head 
of Amnesty’s Canadian branch. 


Thomas Juneau, a University 
of Ottawa Middle East security 
specialist, said arming the Kurds 
could lead to long-term pain of 
the region as well. 

“The Kurds in Iraq and in Syr¬ 
ia are among the most reliable 
fighting forces on the ground 
against Islamic State,” but they 
have aspirations for a countiy of 
their own, he warned, meaning 
Canada may be “playing against 
our long-term objective” of a 
united and stable Iraq. 

Peggy Mason, president of the 
Rideau Institute, urged the gov¬ 
ernment to reconsider the plan 
to arm the Kurds, noting there’s 
a spotty histoiy of weapons cach¬ 
es falling into the hands of the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant throughout Libya, Syria and 
Iraq, the Canadian press

66 dogs rescued in mill bust

Sixty-six sick and neglected dogs 
— some with broken limbs or 
missing ears — were seized 
from a suspected puppy mill 
in Langley, B.C. 

The BC SPCA announced the 
bust Tuesday, saying the seizure 
of 32 adult dogs and 34 puppies 
in need of urgent care is one 
of the largest in the province’s 


history. Criminal charges are 
being recommended against 
at least two people. 

Investigator Marcie Moriarty 
said the animals were confined 
to small crates and cages in 
unheated and unsanitary build¬ 
ings. Many require veterinary 
care. 

The mill bred and sold many 
in-demand breeds, including 
Old English sheepdogs, Bern¬ 
ese mountain dogs, standard 
poodles and Portuguese water 
dogs across the country. 


There is no legislation gov¬ 
erning breeders, only municipal 
kennel licensing. 

In other cases of this size, 
Moriarty says the SPCA and pros¬ 
ecutors have been successful in 
getting lifetime bans on animals 
ownership against breeders and 
some have served jail time. 

The BC SPCA is requesting 
donations of blankets, towels 
and dog beds to keep the ani¬ 
mals warm and comfortable at 
its Vancouver shelter, where the 
dogs are now being kept.

Feds face heat for intern rules 


REPORT 

NDP errors studied 


The federal Liberals are facing 
a growing backlash over pro¬ 
posed regulations that would 
allow federally regulated work¬ 
places to hire unpaid interns, 
which intern advocates say 
flies in the face of the govern¬ 
ment’s campaign pledges to 
help young workers. 

The proposed regulations 
are a holdover from the previ¬ 
ous Conservative government, 
whose last budget bill set the 
stage for changes to the labour 
laws to protect unpaid interns. 

Labour unions and student 
groups want the Liberals to 
change proposals unveiled 
quietly in December that would 
allow interns to work unpaid 
for up to four months full-time 
or up to a year part-time. The 
rules would allow that one 
year of part-time work to be 
repeated for another year if 
the intern was not with a com¬ 


pany for at least three months. 

The Canadian Intern Asso¬ 
ciation said the proposal cre¬ 
ates a legal loophole that could 
lead to young workers finding 
themselves in precarious jobs. 

The association posted a 
scathing online letter to Labour 
Minister MaryAnn Mihychuk 
saying it is pulling out of con¬ 
sultations because it doesn’t 
want to “haggle over the minu¬ 
tiae of the degrees of exploita¬ 
tion.” 

In a statement Tuesday, Mi¬ 
hychuk said the government 
plans to address issues associ¬ 
ated with unpaid internships 
and urged all stakeholders to 
remain part of the government- 
organized consultations. 

“Working to address issues 
related to unpaid internships 
is part of our plan to increase 
the number of good quality, 
permanent jobs for younger

workers,” the statement said. 

Amy Kishelc, director of 
government relations for the 
intern association, said hold¬ 
ing firm on the regulations 
“is at odds with the govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to youth 
job creation.” She said the 
issue is now a political prob¬ 
lem for the Liberals that re¬ 
quires a political solution.

The NDP’s last federal election 
campaign lacked a strong and 
simple narrative to grab the 
attention of voters thirsty for 
change, say interim findings 
unearthed during a painful post¬ 
mortem.

“It allowed the Liberals to 
contrast themselves from the 
Conservatives more clearly and 
overshadowed our strongly pro¬ 
gressive economic platform, 
which included higher taxes 


on corporations, crackdown on 
tax havens and a federal min¬ 
imum wage.” 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair 
would not concede that the 
balanced budget pledge was a 
mistake when asked about the 
issue on Tuesday. 

“Put it another way,” he told 
CTV’s Power Play. 

“If the NDP had started off 
the campaign by saying ‘you 
know, we’ve got this idea, we’re 
going to run consecutive deficits 
of tens of billions of dollars,’ I 
don’t know if that would have 
caught on like wildfire with the 
electorate. 

“It wasn’t so much that we de¬ 
cided to say that we would have 
balanced budgets, as we said 
‘well, there’s revenue missing

Microbeads to be banned 

The federal government 
is drafting regulations to 
ban plastic microbeads 
from facial cleansers, 
toothpaste and other 
products and is asking 
for public input. 

Consumers have 
until March 10 to make 
their views known, as 
Environment Canada 
works out a timetable 
for eliminating the 
environmental pollutant. 

Parliamentarians voted 
unanimously last March 
to remove microbeads 
from the market, due to 
evidence of the plastic 
accumulating in lakes 
and rivers.

Quake kills 
more than 40 ;

After propping himself against 
a wall for 20 hours to avoid 
smothering his girlfriend, Ko 
Ching-chung’s strength was 
draining away. 

The young couple had been 
trapped in Saturday’s pre-dawn 
collapse of the Weiguan Golden 
Dragon apartment complex in 
the southern Taiwanese city 
of Tainan following a strong 
earthquake. Outside, rescuers 
were frantically searching for 
survivors amid the smashed 
concrete and twisted iron. 

“Toward the end, to tell you 


the truth, I had already given 
up,” Ko told Taiwanese broad¬ 
caster FTV from his hospital 
bed on Monday, a day after he 
and his girlfriend were rescued. 

“I had no strength left to 
hold myself up anymore. My 
body fell on top of her. She 
would have soon not been able 
to breathe. I said to her I had 
to lay on top of her, and she 
said to me it’s OK.” 

Soon after, rescuers heard 
her voice and pulled the pair 
from the rubble, placing 
them among the more than 
300 people who survived the 
tragedy that had claimed at 
least 40 lives by Tuesday. More 
than 100 people remain un¬ 
accounted for. 

Ko said his main desire fol¬ 
lowing his rescue was to re¬ 
unite with his loved ones, es¬ 
pecially his mother, who had

Spain’s Princess 
Cristina in court 



Spain’s Princess Cris¬ 
tina was back in court 
Tuesday for trial along 
with 17 others, includ¬ 
ing her husband, on 
charges ranging from 
tax fraud to embezzle¬ 
ment. 

Cristina, sister of Cristina 
King Felipe VI, faces associated press 
two counts of tax fraud 
carrying a maximum prison 
sentence of eight years for al¬ 
legedly failing to declare taxes 
on personal expenses paid by 
a company she owned with 
her husband, Inaki Urdangarin. 

She is the first member of 
Spain’s royal family to face 
criminal charges since the mon¬ 
archy was restored in 1975 and 
the trial, which started Jan. 11, 


has attracted enormous 
media interest. 

The princess lost a 
last-minute legal bat¬ 
tle last week to try to 
avoid continuing on 
trial when the court re¬ 
jected arguments that 
her charges should be 
dropped because gov¬ 
ernment officials say 
she committed no crime and 
should only face a tax evasion 
fine. 

The case centres around 
Urdangarin who is accused of 
using his former title of Duke 
of Palma to embezzle about 6 
million euros ($6.5 million) in 
public contracts through the

Norway probes child abuse at centres

Norwegian police said Tues¬ 
day that they are investigating 
several cases of sex offenders 
allegedly abusing children at 
asylum-seekers’ reception cen¬ 
tres in the countiy. 

The abuse was reported to 
authorities during the autumn 
and winter, Axel Wilhelm Due 
from the National Criminal 
Investigation Services said 
without providing figures or 
details except to say that there 
were “several” cases. 

The incidents included abuse 
by known sex offenders visiting 
the reception centres as well as 
residents of the centres, Due 
said, adding that police were 
reviewing every alleged case. 

“We are looking very ser¬ 
iously at every individual case, 
and based on our information 
it’s very likely that children 
living in reception centres in 


Norway have been and are be¬ 
ing subjected to sexual abuse,” 
he said. “But generally there 
is low criminal activity in and 
around the reception centres.” 

Last year, more than 31,000 
people applied for asylum in 


Norway of whom 5,300 were 
unaccompanied minors. 

In Sweden, police said they 
have arrested 14 men on sus¬ 
picion of preparing attacks on 
an asylum-seekers’ centre near 
the capital, Stockholm. 


Various weapons, but no 
firearms, were found in cars 
during the arrests on Mon¬ 
day evening in Nynashamn, 60 
kilometres (35 miles) south of 
Stockholm, police spokesman 
Lars Bystrom said. He didn’t 
identify the men, but Swedish 
Radio cited local police officer 
Lars Alvarsjo as saying they 
were Polish, and possibly mem¬ 
bers of right-wing groups. 

In Macedonia, authorities 
are reinforcing a barrier at the 
countiy’s border with Greece 
that is designed to limit the 
number of migrants and refu¬ 
gees crossing into the countiy.

Early wins for 
Trump, Sanders 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 

U.S. candidates 
considered to 
challenge the 
establishment 

Bernie Sanders won a com¬ 
manding victory over Hillary 
Clinton in the New Hampshire 
primaiy Tuesday, and Donald 
Trump also scored a big win in a 
triumph of two candidates who 
have seized on Americans’ an¬ 
ger at the Washington political 
establishment. 

Both outcomes would have 
been nearly unthinkable not 
long ago. Sanders, a democratic 
socialist, defeated Clinton, the 
former secretaiy of state once 
seen as the all-but-certain nom¬ 
inee. While Clinton remains the 
favourite in the national race 
for the Democratic nomination, 
the win by Sanders could be a 
springboard into a competitive 
primaiy campaign. 

For Trump, the brash real- 


estate magnate, the win was 
an important rebound after 
his loss to Texas Sen. Ted Cruz 
in last week’s Iowa caucuses, 
the first nominating contest. 
Trump has led national polls 
for months and the win re¬ 
inforces his position as front¬ 
runner, proving his unortho¬ 
dox, populist campaign can 
win primaries. 

For some Republican leaders, 
back-to-back victories by Trump 
and Cruz, an uncompromising 
conservative, add urgency to 
the need to coalesce around a 
more mainstream candidate 
to challenge them through the 
primaries. However, Tuesday’s 
vote did little to clarify who that

candidate might be. 

Ohio Gov. John Kasich fin¬ 
ished second after devoting 
most of his campaign resour¬ 
ces to New Hampshire, while 
Florida Sen. Marco Rubio and 
former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush 
battled for third, along with 
Cruz. New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie lagged behind the pack. 

At stake Tuesday were less 
than 1 per cent of the delegates 
who will choose nominees to 
succeed Obama in July. But a 
strong showing in New Hamp¬ 
shire can result in a wave of 
media coverage, donations and 
give a candidate momentum 
ahead of races in coming weeks, 
including the March 1 “Super 
Tuesday,” when 11 states vote. 

Among Democrats, Sanders, 
who narrowly lost Iowa, has 
appealed to liberal Democrats 
who believe Obama hasn’t done 
enough to address the nation’s 
wealth disparity. Clinton has 
cast herself as more pragmatic 
and able to achieve her agenda 
by working with Republicans.

Hong Kong activists clash with police over crackdown

Hong Kong’s Lunar New Year 
celebration descended into 
chaos as protesters and police, 
who fired warning shots into 
the air, clashed over a street 
market selling fishballs and 
other local holiday delicacies, 
with dozens injured and more 
than 60 arrested. 

The violence is the worst in 
Hong Kong since pro-democ¬ 
racy protests rocked the city in 
2014, leaving a growing trust 
gap between the public and 


authorities. 

Activists angered over au¬ 
thorities’ attempts to crack 
down on the food hawkers 
held running battles with po¬ 
lice into early Tuesday. Protest¬ 
ers pelted officers with stones, 
glass bottles and other debris. 
Some threw garbage cans and 
plastic safety barriers. They also 
set fires on the street. 

The unrest started when au¬ 
thorities tried to prevent un¬ 
licensed street-food sellers from

operating in Mong Kok, a work¬ 
ing-class district. The hawkers 
have become a local tradition 
over the Lunar New Year but 
this year authorities tried to 
remove them.

Beijing tightens its hold on the 
semiautonomous city. 

The scuffles underscore how 
tensions remain unresolved 
more than a year after the end 
of pro-democracy protests that 
gripped the city.

Haiti faces a 'most 
serious food crisis’ 


As government troops close in 
on Aleppo, some residents are 
preparing to flee Syria’s largest 
city while others are hoarding 
food in case of a long siege, even 
laying out bread on rooftops to 
dry it out for storage. 

The UN warned Tuesday 
that hundreds of thousands of 
people could be cut off from 
humanitarian aid as siege con¬ 
ditions tighten around the reb¬ 
el-controlled eastern part of 
the city. 

The threat of starvation 
haunts Aleppo’s residents, who 
have seen images of emaciated 
children and adults from other 
blockaded parts of Syria. An 


estimated 1 million people are 
trapped in besieged areas, ac¬ 
cording to a report issued Tues¬ 
day by the Siege Watch project. 

“There is a lot of fear, espe¬ 
cially after people saw Madaya,” 
said opposition media activist 
Karam Almasri, referring to a 
besieged town in southern Syria. 

“They don’t want the same 
to happen to them,” added Al¬ 
masri. 

Aleppo looms large in Syria’s 
five-year-old conflict, both as the 
country’s former commercial 
capital and a bastion of the op¬ 
position in the north. The city 
has been divided since 2012, 
with the government control¬ 


ling the western portion, while 
the eastern part is held by in¬ 
surgents. Many neighbourhoods 
and historic buildings have been 
ruined by street fighting and 
aerial bombardment. 

A government offensive 
north of Aleppo has cut a vital 
opposition supply route from 
the Turkish border, leaving just 
one corridor from the east to 
the outside world. That route is 
squeezed between two govern¬ 
ment fronts to a border crossing 
farther west and is exposed to 
heavy bombardment by the Rus¬ 
sian air force. Those air strikes 
are helping Syrian forces, sup¬ 
ported by Iranian, Lebanese,

Drought-stricken Haiti is grap¬ 
pling with its most serious food 
crisis in 15 years as the number 
of people in need of urgent food 
aid has recently spiked, the head 
of the UN World Food Program’s 
country office said Tuesday. 

Roughly 1.5 million Haitians 
are considered severely insecure 
when it comes to food, more 
than double the figure of those 
facing malnutrition from a gov¬ 
ernment assessment in Septem¬ 
ber. Haiti’s northwest, southeast 
and some areas on the border

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Women execs boost 
firms’ bottom fines 



Companies with more women executives perform better financially, new study shows, istock

But a female 
CEO makes 
no difference, 
study finds 

Companies that want to boost 
their bottom line should pro¬ 
mote more women to the 
executive suite, a global sur¬ 
vey concludes. 

Profitable firms that went 
from having no female leaders 
to 30 per cent representation 
saw a 15 per cent increase in 
their financial performance, 
the study by the Peterson In¬ 
stitute for International Eco¬ 
nomics found. 

The reason for the success 
was elusive, the study said, 
noting it may be that women 
increase the diversity of skills 
available to a firm or that 
companies who discriminate 
against women underperform. 

Having more women on the 
executive team had a greater 
impact on corporate success 
than having more women 
on the board, while having a 
women CEO made no differ¬ 
ence, the study found. 

Despite this apparent ad¬ 
vantage, female representa¬ 


tion at the highest corporate 
levels remains low, according 
to the review of nearly 22,000 
firms in 91 countries, includ¬ 
ing Canada. 

Almost 60 per cent of com¬ 
panies have no female board 
members, just over half have 
no women senior executives, 
and less than 5 per cent have a 
women CEO, according to the 
study, called Is Gender Divers¬ 
ity Profitable. 


Canada ranked in the bot¬ 
tom 10 countries reviewed by 
the institute, which may reflect 
the fact so many of its publicly 
traded companies are small 
firms working in the resource 
industries, said Michelle de 
Cordova, director of corporate 
engagement with NEI Invest¬ 
ments, Canada’s oldest and 
largest ethical mutual fund. 

The Peterson study found 
that, across the globe, larger 


firms and firms in finance and 
health scored the highest on 
female representation. 

Corporate Canada still has 
a long way to go, the Peter¬ 
son study found, noting that 
women made up just seven per 
cent of board members, 14 per 
cent of executives, three per 
cent of CEOs and two per cent 
of board chairs at the compan¬ 
ies surveyed.

Billions lost buying back own stock 


If you think your stocks are 
doing poorly, check out the 
performance of some of the 
most sophisticated investors: 
companies that buy their own 
shares. The companies losing 
money on these bets are down 
a collective $126 billion US over 


the past three years, a decline 
of 15 per cent, according to 
a study prepared by FactSet. 

Many corporations would 
have been better off investing 
that cash in an index fund in¬ 
stead of their own stock. The 
overall market rose 39 per cent 


over the same period. The com¬ 
panies could also have distrib¬ 
uted that cash as dividends to 
shareholders. 

When a company shells out 
money to buy its own shares, 
the move makes the com¬ 
pany’s profit per share look 


better, and many think buy¬ 
backs have played a key role 
pushing stocks higher in the 
seven-year bull market. 

But buybacks can also sap 
companies of cash that they 
could be using to grow.

The Democratic 
field of competing 
feminist dreams

Anna Maria Tremonti, host 
of CBC radio's The Current, 
moderated a debate this week 
between two very different 
American political volunteers: 
Karen Murphy, a 53-year-old 
Hillary Clinton supporter, and 
Anoa Changa, a 34-year-old 
Bernie Sanders supporter. 

It sounded less like a civil 
argument than it did a squab¬ 
ble at Thanksgiving between 
a cranky grandmother and re¬ 
bellious granddaughter. 

The fly in the ointment 
was generational feminism. 
Second-wave feminists of 
Murphy's ilk tend to support 
Clinton because they long to 
see a woman — any woman 
— in the White House. But 
fourth-wave feminists — mil- 
lennials — are skeptical of 
an establishment candidate 
whose X chromosomes don't 
change the fact that she is a 
champion for the status quo. 

Many millennial women 
support socialist Sanders, 
who supported gay rights 
decades before Clinton did 
and who knows no villain 
more villainous than income 
disparity. Sanders is a staunch 
advocate for the poor and 
middle class, a position in 
sync with a modern feminist 
movement fixated on "inter- 
sectionality" (the intersection 
of class and race in politics). 

Old-guard feminists such 
as Gloria Steinem, who is 
uncompromising in her sup¬ 
port of Clinton, appear to 
resent this. In fact, in the eyes 
of some of the world's most 
esteemed feminists, Hillary 
Clinton is to the Democratic 


nomination what Leonardo 
DiCaprio is to the Oscars: an 
"about-time" shoo-in. 

What's so ironic about this 
feminist flame-war is that it is 
precisely because of advan¬ 
ces made by establishment 
feminists that modern femin¬ 
ists can reject a woman candi¬ 
date and vote with their heads 
rather than their hearts. 

These older feminists see 
Clinton as a symbol, but sym¬ 
bols are no longer any match 
for candidates who, while 
male, advocate platforms that 
are likely far more beneficial 
for women. It's a testament 
to the success of feminism 
that women can now dismiss 
female candidates who don't 
share their philosophies. 

Clearly, second-wave fem¬ 
inists don't see it this way, 
possibly because their de¬ 
sire to see Clinton in power 
at all costs isn't really about 
progress, but mortality. They 
understandably want to see 
a woman in the White House 
before they die. I would, too. 
But for millennial feminists 
who have decades of voting 
ahead of them — and who 
came of age when the United 
States elected its first black 
president — the possibility of 
a female president appears 
not just likely within their life¬ 
time, but inevitable. So why 
should they be expected to 
lay all their chips on the table 
for a woman whose politics 
are a watered-down version of 
her progressive male rival's? 
They shouldn't. And, for the 
good of women everywhere, 
they won't.

Taxi operators love hybrids. Most 
car buyers, however, are just not 
willing to commit. 

But hybrids continue to make 
more fans every day, and auto¬ 
makers like how hybrids can 
help them meet current and 
future corporate fleet fuel econ¬ 
omy standards. So hybrids sales 
are rising, albeit slowly. The 
second-generation Hyundai So¬ 
nata Hybrid was launched late 
last summer, and shows just 
how loveable a modem hybrid 
can be, despite their relative 
anonymity. Hyundai’s hybrid 
technology is bit different than 
most. Hyundai uses a “regular” 
six-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion instead of a CVT or plan- 
etaiy type, and a “regular” gas 
engine instead of one running 
on the Atkinson cycle. 

Hyundai also places the elec¬ 
tric motor between the gas en¬ 
gine and the transmission. It’s 
simpler design, and not neces¬ 
sarily inferior. The vehicle can 
drive entirely on electric power, 
even at highway speeds. 

For 2016, Hyundai gave Sonata 
Hybrid a smaller gas engine (now 
2.0-litres) and a larger lithium 
ion batteiy pack (now with a 
capacity of 1.62 kWh). The lat¬ 
ter now moved under the rear 
seats, to free up trunk space and 
facilitate a trunk pass through. 
You hardly know the extra elec¬ 


tric powertrain pieces are there. 

Hyundai also continues to give 
the hybrid model a distinctive 
look over the regular Sonata, 
with unique front grille, bump¬ 
ers, lights, and wheels. It was also 
fitted with the company’s latest 
safety stuff, like driver’s knee air 
bag, rearview camera, forward 
collision warning, blind spot de¬ 
tection, rear cross traffic, and a 
lane departure warning system 
with forward-facing cameras. 
Also new is the infotainment 
system, highlighted by enhanced 
voice command, Bluetooth, and 
the optional and large naviga¬ 
tion screen that can support 
Pandora and Siri. Apple CarPlay 
and Google Android Auto are 
coming later in the model year. 

Unless you’re really aggres¬ 
sive with your right foot, the 
Hybrid uses electrical power to 
shove off from a dead stop, and 
with the more powerful electric 
drivetrain, it’s a great feeling, 
with smooth, silent thrust. Re¬ 
generative braking is also veiy 
smooth, and another example of 
the next level of hybrid refine¬ 
ment offered by this Sonata. 

Fuel economy is rated at 5.9 
L/100 km City, 5.3 Highway, and 
5.6 Combined. If you’re look¬ 
ing for optimum fuel efficiency 
you’ll select the ECO mode. Un¬ 
fortunately this really affected 
the quality of the driving ex¬ 
perience — much slower, and 
with unpleasing engine vocals. 
I couldn’t stay in ECO for more 
than a few minutes. As far as I 
can see, not much else is wrong 
with the 2016 Hyundai Sonata 
Hybrid. And with a base price 
of $29,649, the vehicle repre¬ 
sents a lot of technology, size, 
style — and fuel efficiency — 
for the money.

This nice, light pizza makes an 
easy dinner when served with a 
salad. But you could also cut it into 
smaller pieces and serve it as hors 
d'oeuvres at a cocktail party.

Prep time: 15 minutes 
Total time: 40 minutes 

Serves 6 

Ingredients 

• 1 sheet of puff pastry 

• 2 Tbsp olive oil, approximately 

• 1 pint of cherry tomatoes 

• 1/4 cup chopped fresh herbs 

(I used parsley and basil but thyme 
and rosemary would be nice too) 

• 1/2 cup grated mozzarella cheese 

• 1/2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

• Salt and pepper to taste 


2 . Most puff pastries come in 
a package with two sheets of 
dough and you'll only need 
one. Put the other back in the 
freezer for another time. 

3 . Tear off a good-sized sheet of 
parchment paper, say 16 or 18 inch¬ 
es long. Lightly flour the paper and 
use a rolling pin to roll out the pas¬ 
try into approximately an 8- by 12- 
inch rectangle. Use a fork to prick 
holes all over the dough. Now take 
a small, sharp knife and create a 
border about 1/2 inch in, all around 
the rectangle, being careful not 

to cut all the way through! 

4 . Drizzle the oil over the pastry. 
Now scatter the cheese. Then 
place tomatoes on top. Sprinkle 
your herbs on top and add a 
pinch of salt and pepper 

5 . Place in a hot oven for 20 to 25 
minutes until the pastry is golden 
and the cheese is bubbling. Al¬ 
low to cool slightly before cutting. 
Serve with a simple salad.
